A RAILWAY TO OUR MINES. 


We endeavored |nat week to show flint» 
Railway to our mines would pay, and thagit 
would be, as circumstances are, immensely 
valuable to Belleville, and it is almost a reflec- 
tion on the intelligence of our readers, to 
point out the fact that every thing that benefits 
the town, will in like degree benefit the coun- 
try from which the town draws its supplics ; 
the price of the finer kinds of grain, and of 
meat, are toa large extent regulated by for- 
eign markets, but the price of dairy produce, 
vegetables, poultry, fruit, and whatever else 
goes to make up our domestic produce, de- 
pends on the home market; butter for instance 
has been all summer, and is at all times, as 
much os (toenty per cent higher in Kingston 
than in Belleville, and the difference is «till 
greater between Kingston aud Montreal; the 
sgme is always the case with potatoes and 
eggs, and so with all the rest; this is why 
land is always valuable within an easy distance 
of large centres of population. 


Every farm within twenty-five miles of 


Belleville would be increased in value a large 
percentage, and the receipts of every farmer 
would—other things being equal—be increas. 
ed by many dollars every year, 

And then, as to the back townships, they 
would bo benefitted to a still greater extent ; 
the mistaken notion prevails to some extent, 
that all small towns and Villages are injured 
by a railway. This is undoubtedly true 
where the road passes through a village and 
intercepts its tratlio at points above and below. 
But this will not be the case with any village 
in the back Townships, as a little reflection 
will shew. ‘Lhe terminus of a road is always 
benefitted, and these villages would be in pre- 
cisely the same position as to their traffic, as

600,000, Herein is contained the whole 
secret of the present money pressure. Qur 
imports are larger than our exports this 
year, and last year this was reversed. Tho 
over-trading of the New York banks and the 
stock-jobbing cliques, and the demand for 
capital to pay for the large conversions into 
five-twenty bonds, are accidents which have 
aggravated, but have not caused primaril 
the present tightness in money. Many well- 
meaning but ill-informed people think that 
a drain of specie to Europe doos not now 
weaken the banks as it used to do in specie- 
paying times, because the banks have stop- 
ped payment in specie, or the money of tho 
civilized world. This is a fallacy, For 
example, the $40,000,000 of specie shipped 
countries since 


in legal tender notes to buy them; and this

ceedingly inconvenient: if not impossible for 
most of tho active officers a spead two or 
three months or even weeks of their time at 
a military school, however enthusiastic or 
ambitious they may be in the service. Take 
the officers of the Belleville Battalion for ex- 
ample,—and nove will question the zoal and 
earnestoess of the wajority of thea,—and we 
would ask, how many are there why can af- 
ford to sacrifice their time and basiness for 
the sake of a military cortilicate? We can 
assert without fear of successful contradic tion, 
that those who have proved themselves the 
most efficient and industrious indrilling the 
men, and in organizing and keeping up the 
‘Battalion, are the very men whose business is 
such as not to permit the sacrifice required. 
This must of necessity be the case every~ 
whore, for the very simple reason that men 
without employment im this young country 
uro generally not the men to command sufll- 
clent confidence vither to raise a Company or 
to hold one together after it is raised. And 
it jx only these kind of mon, or boys attend~ 
ing College, who have the time at their dis- 
poxal to avail, themselves of the ad vantages 
furnished at schools of Military instruction. 
It would therefore not only be an act of in- 
justice to those active offivers of Voluuteer 
Companies to deprive thew of their commis- 
sions because they Cannot wpend the time to 
obtain certificates of Hitnwss, but it would be 
most prejudicial to the Volunteer movoment 
in general, by producing dissatisfaction among 
tho most zealous of its promoters. It is 
therefore gratifying to ree that the Govern- 
inent have not made this sorious mistake while 
endeavoring to make the system more perfect 
and efficient in ily operativus. 

Although the longest p riod of instruction 
is fixed at three months, it ia underetood that 
candidates will not be required to attend that 
or any fixed torr, but thoy will be entitled 


to receive their certillvaty so scout as they are 
able to give proofs of possessing the requinite 
knowledge, Chis will to some extent remore 
the difficultion niready roferred to, vin. tho 
aacritice of Hime aod business which a fixed 
torm would require at the banda of officers 
in training.
